At the invjisiion of the Canadian- 
West Indian League, of which Sir 
Edward Beatty is Honorary Presi-

Swan gave « theoretical discus- 
sion of national income ni.iking an 
abstract of the national dividend. 
He cited various influences which 
tend to altrr it and came to the 
conclusion that there is plenty of 
room for improvements, and reform. 
Income Claaiec Explained. 
Fricdlandcr oxpl.Tincd different 
income classes and drew a diagram 
of the distribution of income from 
sal.nries and wngrs of Canada's 
population. He then brought forth 
questions pertaining to the subject 
on which Mr. Forsey of the Depart 
ment of Economics commented an 
answer, gi\^ng a "papcrctte" of his 
own, as he called it. 

For*ey*s AecoiiRt, 
Mr. Forsey gave an accoimt of the 
part of the Sirois Report which 
deals with figures showing cycles of 
wages in the years from 1926 to 
1937. He found that total income 
taking 1926 as a 100 per cent, basis 
rose in 1929 to 115.6, dropped in 
1933 to 64.5, and rose again in 193 
to 93.8 he then gave figures for sal- 
aries and wages.then for salaries 
and wage.": separately. 

He continued to give figures on 
the farmers' net income which, on 
the same basis in 1926 gave a rise 
to 112.6 in 1928, and then dropped 
to the miraculously low figure of 
19.8, only to recover in 1937 to 60.4 
Mr. Forsey concluded commenting 
on the hard striken farmers' in- 
comes in Saskatchewan, Alberta 
during the crisis years. 

Following these explanations 
very vivid discussion y,as led most- 
ly by Dr. Thomas and Mr. Forsey 
deviating from the actual topic of 
the meeting to debate on the con- 
ception of democracy and its dlf 
ferent ways of interpretation in 
various countries. About thirty stu 
dents attended the meeting and 
participated in the discussion.

Dear Sir,— It was with the great- 
est interest Ih.il I read Ihe .Sym- 
po.^ium on the subject of W,ir or 
Vcacc for the U.S.A. War or Peace! 
What a Tolsloyan ring that phrase 
has. Yet again it Is the most vitally 
discus.ied issue of every day whe- 
ther on the numerous curb-stone 
debates of New York'.<i oraUiricil 
finishing schools, the college lunch 
room.5. or the parlor after supper 
and talking over the latest war bul- 
letin, American opinion regarding 
the war invariably sounds unbe- 
lievable to the average Canadian 
when presented, and the comments 
I have received have ranged from 
that presented by a returned Brit- 
ish officer of the Battle of Dun- 
kirk -with an accent as broad as an 
elephant's back: "The Americans 
almost lost the last war for Eng- 
land. Do we have to fight the battle 
for the yellow-backed Americans 
alone?" to that of a low-life on 
Blvd. St. Laurent: "Zose Ameri- 
cans! Never on ze time to fight. 
Always too queeck for gooii-time." 

Opinion in the vast sub-contin- 
ent of the United States is necessar- 
ily geographical. And in the letter 
of Mark Lelyveld whose home is 
in Boston, the most anglophilic 
city, the reasoning there presented 
Must sound depressing. Up to two 
years ago several well-attended 
plays ran concurrently on Broad- 
way with a message widely discu.s- 
sed everywhere. Typical was one, 
"Bury the Dead" whose theme was 
of the disillusionment of the dead 
who refuse to be buried before they 
had seen their full of life. Other lit- 
erature was full of the treachery in 
the higher circles by cynical gen- 
erals and polontates in the last war. 
The fiasco of the "Non-Interven- 
tion" scene in the Spanish Rebel- 
lion by cynical men in Paris and 
London owning stock in the Rio 
Tinto mines added conviction. The 
Munich poker game with a quak- 
ing Hitler capped the effect. The 
treacherous tell-out in the Battle of 
France coming after the boast of 
the master mind Gamelin that the 
Germans were dodging battle and 
that he would welcome their offen- 
sive as a suicidal retribution, con- 
firmed the i.ssue. World justice had 
received a black eye, anod there 
was no quarters unsullied as yet.

Starting at 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, Sewall followed the tracks of a 
huge elephant, knowing the size of 
the animal because its height Is ex- 
actly twice the circuinfpronce of 
its footprint. In the middle of the 
afternoon he caugiit signl of his 
prey in ten foot elephant grass and 
drew a bead with his .2.56 rifle. Tlte 
first shot hit between the elephant's 
ear and eye and as the animal 
crumpled to the ground, aiuithcr 
tu.'^kpr <hargid from tlit- gr;l^.s. A 
charging cltijiiant is an iiiiiii^tililo 
shot because of the thick skull cov-

"For &ome unknown reason 1 ran 
toward him," Sewall related, "but 
I tripr^ed in the gra&s and fell 
dov/n The elephant almost stepped 
on me as he charged over me. He 
then saw two of my native trackers 
whom he killed."

Jn reply to these sentiments, JVIr. 
Eric James, in behalf of the British 
West Indian Society, indicated the 
desirability of both groups to v/ork 
together m vil'-^j iA the similarity 
of tlieir viCAt. Commenling on tlie 
fact that the Dominion Government 
had rccognixed the necessity of 
greater co-operation in the appoint- 
ment of Uie Honourable James Mac- 
Kinnon, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, lo head a trade commission 
to the British West Indies, Mr. 
James outiijied a tew pointe which 



concentrated on the exploitation of 
their natural resources. 

Severe Shock 

"The first World War gave ■ 
severe shock to Latin-American 
economy. Whilst it lasted these 
countries could no longer sell all 
their products to their regular cus- 
tomers nor could they buy their 
manufactured goods. The present 
was has increased their difficulties 
enormously. Great Britain has to 
limit the quantities she can buy 
from the South Americans who are 
unable to give her enough credits. 

"The German scheme attempts to 
nail down South America lo her 
present dependant position, in 
which she has to rely on foreign 
markets for the sale of her products 
and on foreign manufacturers for 
her wants. 

"There are no insuperable clim- 
atic obstacles to an expansion of 
such German settlements as exist 
to-day in Brazil and Chile. 

Colonization FoMlblc 

"South America contains large 
areas on which colonization could 
be carried out very successfully by 

any Power which is indifferent to 
the rights and sufferings of settled 
population! and which is prepared 
\o clear them out to make way for 
its own people. The dream of 
making the German race the most 
numerous and strongest rac« in the 
v.o.'Id nii>;hl be rCTlized in .South 
America. The rights of the Brazil- 
ians to 'life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness' might suffer; but 
they are not more sacred than those 
of the J'ol<»s, Czechs or Jev/s, v.'hile 
their strength to resist miliL-irily, 
I,'. ;jtj' :i!]y and économie.! 11 y is 
X^roljably less. Italian immigration 
might be allowed to invade those 
regions which are not fit for Ger- 
men settlements; it could provide 
the cheap labour needed for large 
scale development." 

Dr. Bonn also said that the cer- 
tainty of Germanys failure v/ill not 
bring a solution to the problems 
of Latin America. However tlie re- 
sult of the v.ar may l)e, Germany 
and the countries under her con- 
trol will not be richer by it. 

"The problem of dealing with 
j/os.'^ible Gcr;niji) ii.'-|;iralions v/ill 
liiive to be lijciilcd by re-organiza- 
lioij and j/icidrnlally jnduslrifiiizing 
Latin America, as a large scale unit. 
An entire continent, thinly popu- 
lated but endowed with huge na- 
tural resources, cannot remain agri- 
cultural for .ill lime to come, and 
d(ix;id foi jio livelihood mainly on 
oulfide jnarkels over which its 
government has no control — the 
only effective wcapop they have 
had so far has been default and this 
has lx!cn used on so large a scale 
tlial no nr.trtiin Iw a reijeljlion of 
tlictc piofit.iljic ojieralions is left; 
it could only be resumed after a 
new spate of loans. 

'The process of ri> oi«,in)/,ing 
South Anierici) cannot be accom- 
plished withnul the co-operation of 
her customers, who not only fur- 
nish markets to her— which may 
be adversely affected hy her poli- 



cie,':, lint who Ii.tvo .ilways prcvidrtl 
lioi- Willi L'lipilnl, with innnigrnnt 
lnl!oui- and organizing leadership, 
It will nnlurally Involve a heavy 
capital ntiilny, most o( which would 
have to come from the Unllcd 
Slates. Sonic of II Is siiro to be 
lo,st. But it is cheaper to lose mon- 
ey for ronstniollvo purposes, which 
ensine pence, than in wnr. 

"The United Stales must lend In 
planning and lending Ihcir finan- 
cial help. But Ihcy should not lay 
down the law. They iniisl realize 
tlinl (lie ."^oiilli American niln<l la 
essentially ilifferrnt from the 
Anglo-Snxon mind and that its 
Amctican type, though no longer 
purely Anglo-Saxon, Is less sym- 
pathetic to it than llic British type. 
Tlipy should nssocinle Great Brl- 
liiin Hiid lier pniiiier nlntes with 
her, and If a iicaoeful Europe cnii 
emerge, oonliiinntnl Europe too. 
The United Stales must appeal to 
South America not only by deinon- 
st rating to hor the «langer of for- 
eign domination, econninlcnlly n.-î 
well ns politlcnily, b\il l)y «Irvising 
ncceptnblr plniis for nvoidiiiK the 
treinendoiis risks of surini liphenv- 
nl, which can only be met success- 
fully by complete economic rc-or- 
gnniznliun,"
